Electric Light. oe ploye Fell trom. 


} Talk Seat When Truck. Turned Over. 


Joseph Gilleepte; & driver employed 
by ‘the United Wieetric Light and Power 
Company attempted, in the rainstorm yes- 
terday. afternoon; to drive an automobile. 
tower truck, used’ for: Tepairing over~ 
head electric wires, around the corner 
from 147th Street. into St. Nicholas Av- 
enu® @t a higher rate of epéed than the 
slippery pavement would permit. The 
truck skidded into..the curb and téep- 
pled over. 

Richard Owen, an agsistant: to Gil-~ 
lespie, Was-seated ontop ef the tower, 
and was hurled with it* to’ the side- 
walk, “where he “was’’found in -the 
wreck, 

Several women ‘wie Saw the peculiar 
accident screamed, while men came fron 
all. directions. Owen was pinned. under- 
neath the wreckage. Gillespie fled. A 
dozen men attempted to lft the tower 
stracture so that they, could free Owen, 
but they were unable to do so, In the 
‘meantime the engine, continued to 
throb, whilé the rear+ovheels of the 
truck were revolving in -the airy Some 
oné succeeded in reaching the levers 
hy which the power could be shut off, 
and then another attempt was made 
to lift the. tower. Ttis time, with a 
Seore Of men to help, the stricture 
was tilted upward and Owen was lifted 
out. . 

Dr. Meyers, of the Washington 
Heights hospital, found that Owen was 
suffering from a fractufed jaw, broken 


ribs, and internai injuries which, {tis 
feared, may prove fatal. 

The autornobile truck is one of sev- 
eral put irito use for etiergency work 
by the United Electric Light and Power 
Company, Its tall tower gave it a large 
amount of weight. The truck, after 
béing righted, was found to be so 
little damaged that it. could be driven 
under its own power. 


GIRL DIES IN AUTO°WRECK: 


Occupied Car That Plunged Over Sea 
Embankment at Manchester, Mass.

MANCHESTER, Mass., May 22.—The 
most serious automobile. accident ever 
known in Manchester-by-the-Sea happened 
this afternoon when Miss. Helen Bean of 
Malden was instantly killed. 

G. A. Ramsdell and Miss Bessie Emer- 
son, also of that city, occupants of the 
car. with Miss Bean, escaped. with minor 
injuries. The car, which fs owned by Mr, 
Ramsdell, was being operated by Miss 
Emerson. Mr. Ramsdell was seated be- 
side her. Miss Bean occupied the ton- 
neau. 

The accident occurred on a dangerous 
point on the Smith Point Road. The car 
was proceeding up a steep hill and on a 
sharp curve, immediately on the left, was 
a stone wall on the edge of a ghort de- 
clivity: to the sea. .The brakes: failed on 
the Sitentag grade and the car ran back, 
demolish some of the wall, and plunged 
over the arsnbeent, but some 15 to 18 
téet np eg was checked by @ growth of 
frees and buphes.. .

FIRST CASE OF ITS NATURE 


Major Gen. Ainsworth Accused of 
Political Activity in Fight on Gen, 
Wood, Chief of Staff.

WASHINGTON, May 20:—The feeling 
that has been engendered by the radical 
amendments ‘reported by the conferees 
on the Army. Appropriation bill is. becom- 
Ming so strong that it fs likely to develop 
into a demand ‘for ah Official threshing 
out in some way of the facts that are 
involved in the feud between Major Gen. 
Ainsworth, former Adjutant. Genéral of 
thé Army, and Major Gen. Wood, Chief 
of Staff. 

The situation is pecullar and has not 
been paralleled. ‘in many years. As 
it stands, the War Department has been 
grievously outgeneraled and finds itself 
outside the breastworks sorely wounded 
and helpless to protect itself. 

in the House the Democratic majority 
under the daring and relentless leader- 
ship of. Represéntative James Hay of 
Virginia, who has had tong years of 
service. on the Military Committee,. will 
pass. any sort of. legislation reported 
from the conferees with. marked disre- 
gard for the War Department: -In the 
Senate, where for so many years Senator 
Warren of Wyoming has ‘been a tower 
of strength to the War Department, the 
Administration finds itself simply aban- 
doned. 

Warren is standing with his back to the 
wall, ready to fight the President and 
the War Department-to a finish hecause 
meen wee Stimson has proposed to sell 

Fort Russell in Warren's State and aban- 
don it as a. military post. The Govern- 
ment has spent more than $5,000,000 on 
this fort, and Senator Warren regards 
it as his. monument. Senator du Pont 
of Delaware, Chairman of the committee, 
under Warren's tutelage and for other 
reasons that fight be found, is arrayed 
against. the President and the Secretary 
and the Administration is forced to look 
to- Senators Lodge and Root for cham- 
pionship.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Members of 
the bar who practiced before Judge Robert 
W. Archbald of the Court of Commerce 
when he was United States District Judge 
in Scranton, Penn., contributed to a: fund 
for a vacation trip to Europe for the 
Judge, according to testimony given the 
House Committee on Judiciary t6-day by 
John T. Lanihan of Wilkesbarre, a form- 
er member of Congress, Mr. Lanihah con- 
tributed $10 or $25, he could not remember 
which, at thesolicitation of EB. W. Searie, 
clerk of Judge Archbald’s court. An- 
other law firm in Wilkesbarre, he said, 
did likewise. 

That Judge Archbald received the mon- 
éy, Mr. Lanithan was convinced. He said 
he received ‘a letter from the Judge from 
Europe thanking him for his contribution:

It is 
needless for me to repeat ihat personally 
Iam, strongly as evér, for the Presi- 
derit, and will be with him to the end.

Mexican Rebel Leader Runs Selzed 
Raliroad, Annexing Recelpts. _ 


LOS ANGELES; May 20.—A great part 
of the funds to finance the Mexican revo- 
lution’ is heing derived by Gen. Orozco 
from freight and express receipts on the 
Mexican National Railroad, according to 
EB. R. Jones,* Vice President of Wells 
Fargo & Co., who was in Los Angeles 
yesterday after a trip into Mexico. 

“The Rebels are operating the railroad 
and. taking, of course, all receipts from 
freight, passengers. and express busi- 
ness,” said Mr. Jones, “The | total 
amounts to about $375,000 a month, 

*“ Orozco, in addition to the railroad re- 
ceipts,, recently swelled the revolutionary 
finances by compelling the banks to take 

bonds. The Banco Nacional of 
Chihuahua took $400,900 worth of ‘these 
bonds and promptry closed its doors. The 
Cashier of another bank who refused to 
buy any of the bonds was placed in jail 
and is there yet.” 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, May  29.—

CHIHUAHUA, Mex., May 29.—Gen. 
Orozco has protested to Marion Letcher, 
United States Consul, against the attitude 
of the American Government in permit- 
ting Mexican authorities to recruit and 
equip soldiers north of the international 
boundary. The protest, which has been 
ordered published widely in both Spanish 
and English, is directed to Madero and to 
the United States, and intimates that 
there exists between Madero and the Gov- 
ernment at Washington some agreement 
regarding a huge recompense. 

The rebels complain that the American 
Government has crippled their movements 
by its stringent application of the laws 
preventing the importation of ammuni- 
tion, and they characterize this attitude 
as eminently unfair.

Through some blunder in navigation the 
Néw York and Porto Rico freighter Ber- 
wind, outbound, rammed the French Line 
freighter Hudson, coming in from Bor- 
deaux with eighteen cabin sinxty-tive| C223. 
steerage passengers and a general cargo, 
yesterday morning off Robbins Reef, in 
the Upper Bay. The weather was com- 
paratively clear. For a few minutes, un- 
til thoy were reassured by the ship’s of- 
ficers, there was considerable excitement 
among the passengers on the Hudson. 

The Berwind had her bows stove in by 
striking the hull of the French steamer, 
and inmediately whistled for tugs to 
come to the rescue. Capt. David of the 
Hudsen saw that the water was pouring. 
inte the side of his ship through four big 
holes, &nd rang full speed ahead and’ 
headed for the Brooklyn shore, while the 
Chief Officer had the hands on deck stand 
by the lifeboats, ready to lower away in 
ease of emergency. 

The Htdson ran into the pier at the foot 
of Sixty-fifth Street, carried away ten 
feet of its bulkhead, and o ed up an- 
other hole in her. side, but she was safely 
beached, with her bow on ghore and the 
stern floating in deep water.

TEAR DOWN THE ARSENAL—YES. 

The Arsenal in Central Park should 
go, but neither the Lenox Li nor 
any other building should be er in 
its place for private or public offices. 

Mr. Hewnyr C. Frick, who offers the 
fine Lenox Library building to the city 
on this condition, is generous, but he 
could hardly have persuaded RicHARD 
M. Hunt, its architect, that any place 
in Central Park would be available for 
its preservation. The olf Arsenal is 
an eyesore, a bad house for the Park 
Department, fetid with the smell of 
the stables and the nearby menagerie. 
The sooner they are cleared away and 
green space replaces these monstros- 
ities, the better. ‘ 

Commissioner Srover and the Art 
Commission should bear in mind that 
the Park was not designed to hold any 
buildings. That some have been placed 
there has been made the occasion for 
innumerable further assaults upon its 
- integrity, the latest being the senseless 
proposal to erect a monumcnt to the 
sunken Titanic at its lower entrance. 
We hope there will be many obstacles 
to the acceptance of Mr. F’ricx’s offer, 
and that they will effect a deiay which 
will cause him to reconsider and alter 
its terms. It would never do to put the 
Lenox Library in \the depression occu- 
pied by the Arsenal, and a site on high- 
er ground, the Arsenal being razed, 
would take space yet more highly prized 
for park purposes. Hx-Commissioner 
Wt100x of the Park Department tried 
to get more convenient offices for hiz 
staff downtown near City Hall. Bx- 
Superintendent Murrny has suggested 
that the department be housed in the 
new adrhinistrative building on Tryon 
Row. Its location in Central Park was 
only a temporary measure. The city 
should buy land ‘to accommodate e)se- 
where Mr. Frick’s splendid gift.

FRANCE IN MOROCCO. 

The renewed. attack of the tribes- 
men on the city of Fez, after the se- 
veré repression of the recent mutiny 
of the Sultan's troops, is a disagreea- 
ble experience for the French. The 
original disturbance took the French 
entirely by surprise, a fact that is the 
more disquieting because it is now evi- 
dent that it was a premature outbreak 
of “an insurrectionary movement of 
serious importance, aiming at nothing 
less than the seizure of the Sultan and 
of M. Reanavutt, the French Minister. 
The plan was widely extended, and had 
formidable support among the Sheri- 
fian troops. Following immediately 
on the acceptance by the Sultan of the 
treaty creating the French protectorate 
it boded ill for the operation of the 
new system. That the French author- 
ities should have been unable to de- 
tect the progress of sucha movement, 
and that it was revealei by an acci- 
dental outbreak in the city of Fez, tn- 
dicates that the French have a more 
difficult and complex task before them 
than they had expected. The new 
assault by the tribesmen would show 
that the-situation has not materially 
improved. Its most significant feature 
is the demonstration of the untrust- 
worthiness ofthe Sultan's troops, on 
whum' a good deal of reliance had been 
placed.

DR. MURRAY ON OUR COLLEGES. 

Naturally, it was but a general im- 
pression, hastily expresed, that the fa- 
mous Greek scholar, Dr.. Gmszat 
MuRRAY, gave to an English inter- 
viewer inquiting as to American 
higher -education, but it was a very 
sane impression. It is perfectly true 
that “deep decay has eaten into the 
study of the classics in America,” and 
equally true that “a time has come 
“which demands deeper, more solid, 
“and, therefore, slower education.” 

But it is to be noted that the forces 
that tended to induce the relative aban- 
donment of general training in the clas- 
sics will in the long run tend to secure 
for the youth of the country who need 
and can use it the more solid and slow- 
er education. Classics were in part 
given up as the main element in edu- 
cation beyond the elementary schools 
because they did not serve the greatest 
good of the greatest number, a fact 
recognized by Dr. Murray himself. 
Since their practical surrender we have 
labored slowly but. faithfully to find 
and provide a kind of schooling suited 
to the general needs. We have only 
measurably succeeded, but we have had 
@ Mmoasure of success, and the aim is 
being steadily pursued all over the 
country with energy, with persistence, 
and with intelligence. 

Meanwhile there has grown up in our 
new society a class, not relatively large 
but numerically considerable and intel- 
lectually important, whose need for a 
deeper education, Yargely resting on 
the classics, is strongly felt by them- 
selves, and this need will in due time 
get itself satisfied. Its satisfaction 
may not seriously modify the general 
scheme of education, and it is probable 
that, for a long time,.it will not much 
affect the education provided by the 
State. But it will be an inspiration to 


many.

Thefts mitted on the 13th

Be Concealed? 35 ot this month, 
has just come out. As usual, the victims 
of these crimes were half persuaded, half 
ordered, by the police to conceal their 
Josses, They were assured that silence on 
their part would assist the detectives in 
capturing the thieves and in recovering 
the stolen goods, and it was only .when 
failure to justify these assurances had 
exhausted their patience that they spoke. 
Now the police, like other spe@ulists, 
have'a right to say in what conditions 
their work is best performed, and their 
opinions on that. subject should be re- 
spected. They are under obligation, how- 
ever, to give comprehensible reasons for 
what they do, and this obligation is par- 
ticularly strong when the thing done is 
seemingly wrong or unwise, and when the 
results of doing it are in themselves far 
from. sufficiently, brilliant to: supply a 
Justification otherwise lacking. And that 
is the case in regard to this policy of se- 
crecy and suppression. 

The only defenses of it we have ever 
heard given on police authority are, first, 
that piblicity puts the thieves on their 
guard, and, second, that to reveal the 
commission of a theft before the arrest of 
the thief can -be announced is an invita- 
tion to other thieves to come here and 
steal. ‘Both of these explanations are #0 
obviously absurd—so obviously inferior to 
the explanation that the police t to 
cover. up their failures and advertise 
successe#—that they can: be dismissed 
withcut comment. 

In a few cases of the kind calléd “ in- 
side jobs,” when the thief thinks that 
what he is doing is unknown, there is 
some sense in letting htm deceive himself 
until he can be caught. Only in the very 
rarest instanees, as when an untenanted 
house has been robbed, can a burglar 
cherish the illusion that his achievement

@ way most brilliantly to demonstrate the 
possibilities of undergraduate self-rule. 

The investigation: of the sad episode 
seéms to have been. at once just and 
thorough. Dotbtless the investigators 
were glad to find that though the affair 
was characterized by the very worst of 
manners, only a trace, if that, of actual 
viclousness was displayed by these “ wise 
fools.” Their judges had the good ‘sense 
sometimes lacking when inquisitors are 
of Faculty rank—not to extort from their 
testifying defendants the confession of 
atiy except their own misdeeds: This 
made it possible to get the .story in all 
its détails, and there was no collision 
with the stone wall of that illogical but 
instinctive “honor’’ which forbids a de 
cent boy to betray his fellows, no matter 
what they have done. 

But it was in making the penalty fit 
the crime that this Board of Representa- 
tives gave magnificent proof of its com- 
petence and discretion. It did not use its 
giant power like a giant and advise a lot 
of éxpulsions, or even a lot of suspen- 
sions, Instead, it decided that, as the 
offenders had shown themselves to be un- 
licked cubs, unworthy to participate in 
social joys, they should not be pérmitted 
to hold-the usual junior functions of balis 
and teas and theatre parties. 

Some may think that not the severest 
of punishnients, but not they who sée in 
it the pronouncement that boys who did 
what these boys did are for at least a 
year unfit for gentler companionship than 
their own. That will cut deep, and the 
fellow-students of the culprits. can be 
trusted to see to it that the wound does 
not soon heal. 

As the Student Board did its work so 
well, any criticism of it may seem un- 
gracious, but we would like to know how 
its members defend their use of the word 
“inmates” in referring to the inhab-' 
itants of the dormitories. Etymological- 
ly, of course, the word is all right, but 
usage has restricted its application to 
those housed by institutions—well,. some- 
what different from universities. An en- 
tirely. satisfactory substitute for ~* in- 
mates”’ might be a little hard to find, but 
the Columbia library is well stocked with 
dictionaries, and a hunt through those 
precious volumes is never a waste of 
time,

CANADA’S RESPECT FOR LAW, 


Accounted for as Enforced by People, 
Not by Judges. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

I read with some surprise your editorial re- 
garding the powers of the Supreme Court of 
Canada. You neglected to state that all the 
powers of that court proceed from a statute 
of the Dominion Parliament and not from the 
British North America act—the positions. of 
American and Canadian courts thus being 
fundamentally different. It should also be 
noted that constitutional questions are very 
seldom raised in Canada, and that they attract 
very little attention. Here in New York when 
the Legislature, acting in {ts usual character, 
passed a sinister clection law, the peéople 
looted to the cotirts to invent constitutional 
reasons for throwing out the objectionable feat- 
ures of the law; in Canada the voters would 
throw. out the objectionable legislators. 

Nowhere in the British North America act 
will you be able to find those guarantees of 
life, liberty, and ‘property which have been 
construed in such strange fashion by American 
courts. Life, liberty, and property are safe in 
Canada because their preservation is Intrusted 
absolutely to the people themselves. This is self- 
government; the people took after their own af- 
faire instead of shifting responsibility, Our own 
system is government by judiciary. You ad- 
mire the respect for the, law which prevails in 
Canada. Perhaps ft is significant that in seven 
of the nine Provinces the law is. made by 
Single-chambered Legislatures, and that the 
provisions of the British North America act 
are of such @- kind as to make the raising of 
constitutional questions in the courts exceed- 
ingly rare. * . «BB.

During Mr: Borden's term the legislation was 
completed that caused the depression of the 
rafiroad tracks north of the Harlem River to 
Fordham. It was through his good offices 
that the understanding was atrived at be- 
tween the Directors of the Harlem River Rail- 
road. and the Park Department, repr ting | 5 
the city. It was a very important im e- 
ment, in which the city bore no part of the 
expense. The operation of the Harlem Rall- 
road over the surface had been a wmiénace 
to the residents of that part of our city. . There 
were several important questions involved, and 
many previous attempts to bring about’ this 
improvement had failed, 
Mr. Borden was associated with the late 
Judge Henry R. Beekman and myself in deter- 
mining the location of the Grant Monument, 
completing the understanding with the family, 
and the preparations for the interment in the 
vault. He joined with his associates in en- 
tertaining the large number of guests repre- 
senting the different States, the army and 
navy, @¢ well as the famous Southern Gen- 
erals, then living, who were our guesté. Mr. 
Borden was a remarkable man, self-confident 
and generous.

Merchants Organizing with the Idea 
of Mutual Help. 


Satisfactory progress is reported in the 
movement to establish a mutual credit 
National bank in the Union Square section 
of the city.
